Claude  Gifford,  GPA,  points  out  that  we  all  are  making  an  effort 
to  avoid  what  might  be  regarded  as  sexist  language  in  our  publi- 
cations. So  with  the  help  of  some  of  his  staff  members,  he  has 
developed  a package  of  materials  that  can  be  useful  for  guidance 
in  this  matter. 

Included  are  a list  of  preferred  uses  of  several  common  words 
taken  from  a report  of  the  U.S.  Commission  on  Civil  Rights  and 
from  a pamphlet  prepared  by  the  Washington  Press  Club.  He's 
also  got  background  material  on  the  equal  treatment  of  the  sexes 
from  McGraw-Hill,  background  on  avoiding  sex-based  language  from 
the  American  Society  for  Public  Administration,  and  a biblio- 
graphy of  background  materials  on  non-sexist  language  from  the 
University  of  Georgia.
